I asked hiiu|o 
write you and ask that you asi: Kurtz to provide you with the proofs of his most 
common criticism of the VJrone book, my alltsgoded influence on him and my alleged 
numerous errors in what I liave written and published, as Kurtx did not say, nine 
books and as any authentic subject-matter authority villi tell you, they are the 
bqjBio books on the tact of the JFK assassination and on its official investigations.

One of those whose books Kurts criticises 
krone lor not citing f, tho <L eador3 Digest 1 s J^fcnry Hurt, for one examplw, also 
did tnat. But wiiat those who ask for a £e^r review have no way of knowing, there 
is not a word, not a single word, in the Hurt book, which was an entirely dif- 
ferent book, that was suti table for use by Wrone, Kurtz cannot got it through his 
head tliat a few, a verijf few os us, adhere to and ufe the officially established 
fact rather than wliat we imagine in uur writing* 

Kurtz does not even address the entirely different book tliat Wrone wrote and 
instead is critical of the bo;.k he i-ould have prefer; ed that Wrone write.
